Trade-In Tax Cut 


Ruled Illegal By 


Attorney General 


Lansing, 
Aug. 9 (ZP)— Attorney 
General Raymond W. Starr ruled 
today that tho three per cent state 
sales tax must be paid in full on 
all retail sales, with no deduction 
tor allowances made in trade-ins. 
Tho opinion reversed a ruling of 
the state board of tax adm inistra­ 
tion, which had held 
th a t 
when 
"like is traded for like’’ tho value 
of the trade-in could be deducted 
from the purchase 
price 
before 
computing 
the 
sales 
tax. 
The 
board’s regulation went into effect 
July I. 
S ta r r ’s ruling did not touch upon 
the question of whether the state 
should 
attem pt 
to 
recover 
the 
am ounts of the sales tax it has lost 
since the exemption became effec­ 
tive'. 
The attorney general ruled that 
“in view of tile express wording of 
Hie statute it is our opinion that 
the general sales tax should lie col­ 
lected on tin' total consideration 
received, including money, credit, 
property, etc., and not simply the 
actual cash involved in th e tr a n s ­ 
action. 
"It is fu rth er our opinion that 
the sales tax should be collected 
on the value of any article which 
has been accepted 
previously 
as 
part payment on other properties.” 
The exemption had applied only 
to sales iii which an automobile 
was traded for an automobile, a 
refrigerator for a refrigerator, etc. 
Draper Allen, managing director of 
the tax board, had 
estimated 
it 
would reduce revenues by less than 
$1,000,000 a year. 
Allen requested 
today’s opinion.

"It is to be regretted, Mr. Greene, 
that your knowledge of the law Is 
not as great as your devotion to 
the Ford Motor company. 
T h e In­ 
ternational Union, United Automo­ 
bile W o rk ers of America, is not a 
corporation aud it is not a p a rtn e r­ 
ship, but if you will turn to page 
90 one of any appropriate treatise on 
SO the subject, you will no doubt be 


startled to note th a t the union is 
an unincorporated voluntary a sso­ 
ciation. falling in exactly th e same 
legal 
category 
as 
thousands 
of 
oth er groups— unions, lodges, clubs 
and societies. 
“Apart from all this, . . . th e union 
newspapers are really not going to 
be distributed by any nonentity. 
. . . New spapers are not distributed 
by intangible entities existing only 
in contemplation of law'. 
So, even 
if the union w ere a nonetity, w h at 
does that have to do with it? 
Who 
c a n ’t assault or slug or kick or 
beat up an intangible entity any 
more th an you can assault or slug 
or kick or beat up a nonentity. 
" W h at we really w a n t is protec­ 
tion for people, real, live American 
m en and women of flesh and blood 
who propose to do w hat they have 
a perfect legal right to do. . . . Your 
letter m ust be considered more than 
than a m ere impertinence. 
It m ust 
be considered as a direct incite­ 
ment to violence on th e part of 
those interested in depriving the 
union of their constitutional rights.’

officials today an order that 120 
persons connected with the camp 
be isolated and given preventative 
treatment. 
All boys and offic ials who attend­ 
ed the camp will be given medical 
treatm ent in an effort to check a 
spread of the disease,

health d ep a rtm en t said. 
The outbreak was revealed today 
in a state m en t from E. B. Breit- 
haupt, 
general 
secretary 
of

Y. M. C. A., to t h e association’s 
board of directors. 
Tt disclosed th a t five cases de­ 
veloped among the boys w’ho a t­ 
tended the camp. 
The fatality was 
Eugene L. Bret/, ll, of Lansing. 
The other four stricken boys are 
reported to he recovering, appar­ 
ently without an y harmful effects.

It is estim ated th a t 1,500,non 
pieces of property xxiii be offered 
for sale in May, 1 938. in the first 
tax delinquent sale in th e state 
since 1 932. Each piece of property 
m u s t he advertised for sale xvi t h ­ 
in th e c ounty in w'hich it lies. One 
n e w sp a p er xviii he selected in each 
c ounty to advertise th e delinquent 
lands, receiving 20 cents for each 
description printed.

After several experiments, he 
m ad e his first ascent in July, 1893, 
and later in 1899 he had developed 
a balloon in which he encircled 
the Eiffel tower several times, thus 
ma: kmg a new epoch in air navi­ 
gate »n. 
In 1901 he sailed from St. Cloud 
around the Eiffel to wer and back

PROF. PLATT 
ROTE SPEAKER 


Describes 2,000-Mile Trip 
Up A m a zo n River 


J u n g l e myth s were exploded in 
a highly Interesting talk given be­ 
fore 
tim Gladstone 
Rotary club 
yesterday noon by 
Prof, 
Robert 
Platt, instructor in geography at 
the University of Chicago. 
Prof. 
Plait 
is now located at 
Garth where he heads a g roup of 
stu d en ts engaged 
in 
g ath e rin g 
historical data of 
Delta county. 
Each year th e Chicagoan heads a 
group which travels to some p or­ 
tion of the Upper Peninsula to do 
geographic field work. Dickinson 
county has been covered in previ­ 
ous years and 
eventually 
Prof. 
Plait expects to complete a geo­ 
graphic m a p of the entire penin­ 
sula . 
It was on a similar project th a t 
Prof. Plait, accompanied by Mrs. 
Plait, m a d e a 2,000 mile trip up 
the Amazon River in South A m ­ 
erica. 
Much sensational m aterial has 
been w ritten about South A m eri­ 
can jungles, said the sp eaker, but 
his iriji did little to c o n v i n c e him 
of th e ti nt ii of it. 
Fo rests ar e much lik e th e h a r d ­ 
wood forests of th e Upper P enin­ 
sula, except for difference in the 
trees, he stated, and th e am o u n t 
of u n d e rg ro w t h is about the same. 
He m e asu red tin* am o u n t of light 
in t h e forests of South America 
and ii varied hut little from that 
found in virgin 
hardw oods 
of 
N orthern Michigan. 
T h e heat in South America was 
not excessive, seldom going over 
30, a n d s u n s t r o k e is uncom mon. 
Few Animals 
Despite tales of the great n u m ­ 
ber of wild a nim als and snakes. 
Prof. P l a t t stated that lie Raw on­ 
ly a fair n u m b e r 
of 
monkeys, 
quite a few alligators and hut few 
snakes and only one of th e snakes 
was large. He said he learned that 
it is seldom th a t a person is in­ 
jured by a snake in th e ju n g le as 
most of them d e p a r t r a t h e r than 
attack. 
Insects w ere no worse t h a n they 
are in this section of th e country. 
In fact, he reports flies in Uan- 
ada to he far more obnoxious than 
were the insects found along the 
Amazon River.
